Jerusalem On 
Good Friday

sands of pilgrims chanting pray­ 
ers and hymns traced the Way of 
the Cross in Good Friday .services 
Friday under a cold rain 
A heavy gray sky hid the sun 
and the chill nipped hands and 
faces of the 5,000 pilgrims as 
they walked through the narrow 
walled streets of old Jerusalem in 
the Jordanian sector of the Holy 
City. 
The pilgrimage mo\ od from the 
pretorium where Pontius Pilate 
washed his hands of Jesus to the 
Church of the Holy Sepulchre, a 
crumbling building erected over 
Christ's tomb 
The procession took 2 ? hours 
to the pass by the 14 stations of J 
the cross that marked the path of 
Christ to Calvary. 


Each member of one group of 
priests and civilian pilgrims bore 
a heavy wooden replica of the 
cross. 
At 
midday, 
about 
550 
pil-j 
gums were allowed to enter the 
old city from the Israel sector 
through the barbed wire that dr 
vides Jerusalem. They will be 
permitted to return on E a s t e r 
Sunday through the heavily .guard­ 
ed Mandelbaum Gate. 
Many of the pilgrims planned a 
side trip to Nazareth, place of 
Christ’s birth, during the Holy 
Saturday vigil. 
The vigil will end at midnight 
with the pealing of hells. The 
purple palls will be tom from 
statuary and by candlelight serv­ 
ices will be sung commemorating 
the Resurrection

David Samoff. chairman of RCA. is gifted with 
imaginatio n and prescience. He has now come up with

Hmse which 
could serve as a central repository for all the latest 
medical informaUon.

in the co untry co uld be tied into this Clearing House. 
“If a doctor in a San Francisco hospital sought the 
lourcc of information on a particular subject, he would 
Amply dial a number. InstanUy. a relevant bibliogra- 
o hy would (lash on a television-like screen t^fore him. 
Then, when he made his choice of a particular article, 
he could dial again and get a microfilm version of the 
article o n his screen."

Samoff s pr(^>osal will 
be established because it is logical. 
The day may come when an excellent doctor 
worried about a detail will be able to call a central 
clearing house to ask who knows about this. 
These days, when it is possible to take a plane 
•nd be somewhere in a few hours, there is no reason 
why a life should be endangered or lost because the 
man who knows is too far away. Nobody is any longer 
too far away. 
General Sarnoff's proposal that mwe color tele­ 
vision be used to project knowledge is very valuable. 
He said: 
“World-wide television will permit thousands of 
physicians to sit in on diagnosis and consulUtion ses- 
skms amo ng specialists of many nationalities. Heart 
specialists in London will be able to examine a patient, 
display o n the television screen his X-rays and cardio­ 
grams, and 
discuss a diagnosis with specialists in New 
Yo rk, Bwlin, Paris. Rcmie, Tokyo, or (kher parts of 
the world. And through instantaneous electronic trans­ 
latio n techniques, which are now in development, the 
barrier of language difference—as real to the doctor 
as to the statesman—will be finally surmounted."

I siOTnetiines wtmder if General Saraerff ever watches 
television to see the hours frittered away in miserable 
trivialities surely unfit for his grandchildren.

This IS particularly remarkable m 
an age which is noted for its teen­ 
age singers w-ho cannot be under­ 
stood at all 
Perhaps it’s just as 
well. 
The lyrics sung by these 
youngsters had be:^ not he heard 
too clearly or at all. They are 
fairly dreadful. As Alan J. Lerner 
said the other day , w« are going 
through an era which seems to 
hav-e little respect for language 
either in the singing or the writing 
—tlM! two going together m that 
respect. 
The other day I caught Nat 
King Cole’s act a» the Copacabana 
simply to hear him fwidle such 
words as “life is funny or it’s 
sad." 
"aren’t you glad you’re 
you." “ wild is the wind and wild 
is the stormy sea." Cole has the 
same 
problem 
as a composer 
writing for Ethel Merman. He bet­ 
ter pick good songs because you 
can hear every last phrase with 
paralyzing clarity. 1 even like to 
hear Cole sing commercials. 
He 
hits that word 
"beer" 
in the 
Rheingold commercials as if he 
were discu.ssing ambrosia. 
Cole 
closes his 
act 
with 
a 
parody on rock ’n’ roll which ends 
with the words, "Mr. Cole won't 
rock ’n’ roll." And for good rea­ 
son. he has no gift for unintel- 
ligibility 
Later 1 had a talk with 
him and I told him that I had 
tried to get some rock ’n’ roll 
lyrics to use on my television 
show only to discover that many 
of those songs are not published 
m sheet music at all. We got the 
records in order to write down the 
lyrics—but we couldn’t understand 
the words on the records 
“ I can't understand the words 
on those records either." Cole 
said. “But my daughter can She’s 
sixteen and she can listen to a 
record and repeat the words. Of 


course, there’s not too much in 
those lyrics worth talking about. 
The kids are mtorested in the 
back beat 
They’re interested in 
the gimmick sounds, not in words, 
“You can’t put those sounds 
down on sheet music. Mostly those 
teen-age singers make it up. You 
can’t write it down. 
There's a 
record out now of ‘Blue Moon,’ 
that old Rodgers and Hart song. 
You wouldn’t believe the sounds 
that come out of that record. You 
wouldn't believe it." 
His own clarity. Cole says, it 
because he thinks 
himself as a 
singer telling a story. "I like to 
tell a st<ry when I smg. 
The 
story line has always fascinated 
me. I like to make pecó le aware 
of the words; Some singers use 
words simply to call attention to 
their voice, I do it the other way 
around." 
H um i^rey B i^art used to say a 
movie star didn’t exist unless they 
could spell his name in Bangkok. 
This is increasmgly the case with 
singers. Of course, our singers— 
Bing Crosby is a prime example— 
have 
been 
heard 
on 
records 
around the world for a l<Hig time. 
But only sirKe the w'ar have the 
singers and the artists themselves 
been seen in far away places. Cole 
has sung all over Europe and 
South America. His next stop is 
Japan where his records are al­ 
ready in great demand. Singing 
in Mexico, Cole recorded an al­ 
bum in Spanish which he did by 
rote. Now he’s anxious to try 
some French songs, simply be­ 
cause he likes them. 
Even the 
Japanese like his Spanish album. 
And while on the subject of 
singers. I'd like to call your atten- 
tiwi to Richard Avedon’s pictures 
in "H arper’s Bazaar" now (» the 
stands of the teen-age idols — the 
Everly Brothers, Fabiari, CiMiwat 
Twitty, tMon. These are social 
documents, these brutish. suUen 
physiognomies of our children’s 
idols. There’s almost no text—the

The Power Debate: 
Public Or Private? 


Reversing an Eisenhower policy, the Ken­ 
nedy administration now proposes to put the 
governm ent into the business of producing elec­ 
tric power with the atom 
As a first step, the 
plutonium reactor at Hanford. Wash., is to be 
converted into the world s largest atomic power 
plant. 
And long before it is ready for business, 
the recurrent debate on public versus private 
development of power should be in full swing. 
As it applies to this particular method of 
power production, the debate will be compli­ 
cated by the question of whether in this fuel- 
rich 
country 
atomic 
energy 
can 
be 
made 
economically competitive. 
The governm ent’s decision to add atomic 
power production to its already considerable 
portfolio of hydroelectric and steam power pro­ 
jects reflects impatience with the private power 
ind ustry’s cautious approach to atomic power. 
Yet private companies are quickening their own 
efforts, a notable example being Pacific Gas and 
Electric Company's undertaking of one nuclear 
plant at Humboldt Bay. 225 miles north of San 
Francisco, and another at Bodega. Calif 
The government proposes its plant to be the 
biggest in the world, selling its power at conven­ 
tional rates to its existing Northwest power sys­ 
tem 
Pacific Gas and Electric s plants will be 
smaller, with a prime object of making them 
the world's first atomic power stations to pro­ 
duce 
electricity 
as 
cheaply 
as conventional 
plants in the same area. 
Comparing the two. it s not difficult to pre­ 
dict which plant is more likely to achieve the 
goal of cheaper power first. In this quest, it 
would seem, the incentive to make nuclear 
power cheaper is more likely to be with the 
outfit th a t’s spending its own money—and pay­ 
ing about half its profits into the tax barrel 
from which the rival project will feed

Saving Lives By Television 


David Samoff, chairman of RGA. is gifted with 
imagination and prescience. He has now come up with 
a very useful idea 
Let me quote him: 
“Through a blend of electronic computation and 
communication technique*, it would be possible to 
establish a National Medical Clearing House which 
could serve as a central repository for all the latest 
medical information. By a combination oi communica­ 
tions circuits, every major hospital and medical school 
in the country could be tied into this Clearing House. 
“ If a doctor in a San Francisco hospital sought the 
•ource of information on a particular subject, he would 
simply dial a number 
Instantly, a relevant bibliogra­ 
phy would flash on a television-like screen before him. 
Then, when he made his choice of a particular article. 
he could dial again and get a microfilm version of the 
article on his screen." 


The real point of all this it that knowledge it 
being 
accumulated 
too 
rapidly 
even 
for 
the 
specialists to know a subject in its entirety. Re­ 
search is done in a thousand places and one place 
has just reached the moment when something is 
found that can save a life. But that something has 
not yet worked its way into medical literature. Vet 
this one little fact might give a sick person a few 
more years of life. 


Th# top doctors like the top men rn any profession 
•re very' busy and hard to get to 
Hospitals do not 
readily interchange staffs 
Nevertheless there is alway s 
one man. brilliant, imaginative, projecting his ideas 
far beyond the moment who can save a life even by 
a suggestion 
In the critical moments between life and 
death, the miraculous does occur, and the miraculous 
is often a great mind that hits the spot 
This is particularly true rn the treatment of cancers 
•bout which so much is now known and so many lives 
•re being saved 
It takes great resources and super­ 
human courage to save a life. Sarnoff s proposal will 
be established because it is logical 
The day may come when an excellent doctor 
worried about a detail will be able to call a central 
clearing house to ask who knows about this 
These days, when it is possible to take a plane 
and be somewhere rn a few hours, there is no reason 
why a life should be endangered or lost because the 
main who knows is too far away. Nobody is any longer 
too far away. 
General Sarnoff s proposal that more color tele­ 
vision be used to project knowledge is very valuable, 
He said 
“World-wide television will permit thousands of 
physicians to sit in on diagnosis and consultation ses­ 
sions among specialists of many nationalities 
Heart 
specialists in London will he able to examine a patient, 
display on the television screen his X-rays and cardio­ 
grams. and discuss a diagnosis with specialists in New 
York. Berlin. Paris. Rome. Tokyo, or other parts of 
the world 
And through instantaneous electronic trans­ 
lation techniques, which are now in development, the 
barrier of language difference—as real to the doctor 
•s to the statesman—will he finally surmounted 


What General Sarnoff is really calling our 
attention to it the need for total utilization of all the 
developments in science which are now at our 
disposal. He recognized that such a device as color 
television ma* 
he 
used for much 
more 
than 
exhibiting the art of Bob Hope or Red Skelton to 
say 
nothing of 
Zia 
Zsa Gabor. 
Already te'e- 
vision is being used to teach many subjects. The 
time will come when public demand will require 
the television companies and the so-called spon­ 
sors to use this device for something more than 
theater, although theater has its place. But docs it 
always have to be murder? 


I sometimes w wider if General Sarnoff ever w atches 
television to see the hours frittered away in miserable 
trivialities surely unfit for his grandchildren 
It must 
be worrisome to think of what can be done with this 
'medium that is not being done and the responsibility 
for telling the public of its possibilities is up to the 
television industry. 
The day may come when this 
device too will be used to save lives 
Imagine sitting in New York, stating a problem to 
• r expert rn London. Bonn or Tokyo and he replies by 
•bowing how he handled a similar case—showing it on 
the television screen. That day will come too

WASHINGTON—President Ken­ 
nedy has sent to Congress a mes­ 
sage on the budget tha* doesn't 
come to grips with the real prob­

for

Treasury. 
Since the federal government 
is entitled to collect rn taxes 52 
per cent out of a1’ profits,

But all the ‘ task forces'' 
hereabouts — composed mostly of 
some college professors who re­ 
gard an impetus to profits as a

Plenty 
of 
words 
have 
been 
issued on how to pep up the 
economy by spending more money 
for “social welfare." but the true 
causes of unemployment — the 
failure to provide tax incentives 
in manufacturing industries—have 
been largely ignored. 
Job creation is the most impor­ 
tant subject before the country to­ 
day 
and. 
while a 
Democratic 
Congress 
has 
been 
in 
session 
nearly three months, not a single 
bill has been reported to either 
house to encourage the normal 
processes of job-making 
Yet 29 per cent of the labor 
force is in manufacturing — the 
biggest single group. The unem­ 
ployment figures show that 1,500.- 
000 of the unemployed have been 
laid off in manufacturing busi­ 
nesses. 
VS bile aid to ' depressed 
areas' 
and extension of unem­ 
ployment compensation are desir­ 
able. they are not a cure for the 
real ailment—the failure of manu­ 
facturing to grow in volume as it 
should 
This is because tax laws 
that 
apply to replacement and 
modernization of plant and equip­ 
ment are antiquated and ineffec­ 
tive.

Irving Berun used to say you’d 
just better not wnte a had line 
in a song for Ethel Merman be­ 
cause everyone rn miles would 
hear it, every last syllable of it. 
Nat King Cole is like that. too. 
He is conceivably the clearest, 
most distinct male singer of our 
time 
When Nat King Cole sings a 
line, every word, every syllable, 
is 
caressed 
as 
if 
he 
loved 
language 
whit' 
he truly does. 
This is particularly remarkable in 
an age which is noted for its teen­ 
age singers who cannot he under­ 
stood at all 
Perhaps it s just as 
well. 
The lyrics sung by these 
youngsters had best net he heard 
too clearly or af all. 
They are 
fairly dreadful. As Alan J. Lerner 
said the other day, we are going 
through an era which seems to 
have little respect for language 
either in the singing or the writing 
—the two going together m that 
respect 
The other day I caught Sat 
King Cole s act af the Copacahana 
simply to hear him fondle such 
words as “life is funny or it s 
sad." 
“aren’t you 
glad 
you're 
you." “ wild is the wind and wild 
is the stormy sea 
Cole has the 
same 
problem 
as a composer 
writing for Ethel Merman He bet­ 
ter pick good songs because you 
can hear every last phrase with 
paralyzing clarity 
I even like to 
hear Cole sing commercials 
He 
hits that 
word 
“ beer" in 
the 
Rhemgold commercials as if he 
were discussing ambrosia 
Cole 
closes 
his 
act 
with 
a 
parody on rock 'n' roll which ends 
with the w ords, “ Mr. Cole won t 
rock n' roll " And for good rea­ 
son, he has no gift for unintel­ 
lig ib ly 
Later I had a talk with 
him and I told him that I had 
tried to get some rock 'n' roll 
lyrics to use on my television 
show only to discover that many 
of those songs are not published 
in sheet music at all 
We got the 
records in order to wnte down the 
lyrics—but we couldn t understand 
the words on the records 
“ I can t understand the words 
on tho-e records either.” Cole 
said "But my daughter can She s 
sixteen and she can listen to a 
record and repeat the words. Of 


course, there s not too much in 
those lyrics worth talking about 
The kids are interested in the 
hack beat 
They're interested rn 
the gimmick sounds, not in wtvrds. 
"You c a n t put those sound* 
down on sheet music. Mostly those 
teen-age singers make it up. You 
can t write it down. 
There s a 
record out now of ‘Blue Moon.’ 
that old Rodgers and Hart song 
You wouldn't believe the sounds 
that come out of that record. You 
wouldn't believe it." 
His own clarity, Cole says, is 
bec ause he thinks of himself as a 
singer telling a story. 
“ I like to 
tell a story when I sing 
The 
story line has always fascinated 
me. I like to make people aware 
of the words: 
Some singers use 
words simply to call attention to 
their voice, I do it the other way 
•round " 
Humphrey Bogart used to say a 
movie star didn t exist unless they 
could spell his name in Bangkok. 
This is increasingly the ease w ith 
singers 
Of course our singers— 
Bing Crosby is a prime example— 
have 
been 
heard 
on 
records 
around the world for a long tune. 
But only since the war have the 
singers and the artists themselves 
been seen in far away places. Cole 
ha* sung all over Europe and 
South America. 
His next stop ii 
Japan where his record* are al­ 
ready in great demand 
Singing 
in Mexico. Cole recorded an al­ 
bum in Spanish which he did by 
rote 
Now he's anxious to try 
some French songs, simply be­ 
cause he likes them. 
Even the 
Japanese like his Spanish album. 
And while on the subject of 
singers. I'd like to call your atten­ 
tion to Richard A vector's pictures 
in “H arper’s Bazaar" now on the 
stands of the teen-age idols — the 
Everly Brothers. Fabian, Conwat 
Twitty, Dion. These are social 
documents, these brutish, sullen 
physiognomies of our children * 
idols. There’s almost no text—the 
pictures telling the story quite 
well by themselves However the 
layout is titled “ Aspect* of Teen­ 
age Culture. U S A ," and under 
this is Webster s definition of cul­ 
ture 
“The training and refining
